Therefore it is very likely only 4 
panes of 50 stamps each escaped. 

One pane of 50 was sold by the 
T. Eaton department store sub-post- 
office in Winnipeg. So far 27 mint) 
copies have been located. No used | 
have turned up as yet. 

Another pane was sold by the) 
Picton, Ontario post office. 28 mint | 
and used copies have been found. | 
It is not known as yet what portion | 
were mint and what used.

rate out of the 100 that were sold 
over the postal counters considering 
every single one went to buyers who 
were not stamp collectors. 

Actually to this must be added the 
certain knowledge that a third pane 
of 50 stamps, complete and intact, 
exists. All the publicity, most of 
it front page newspaper, naturally 
touched off a hunt by postal officials 
throughout all Canadian post offices. 

On September 11, H. R. Yorke, 
District Director of Postal Services 
in Winnipeg announced the discov- 
ery of a complete pane of 50 error 
stamps in their post office stocks. 
This was sent immediately to Ot- 
tawa. It will never get into collec- 
tors’ hands. It will be either de- 
stroyed or more likely put away in- 
to the Canadian postal museum. It 
has been suggested a portion be 
presented to Queen Elizabeth for in- 





clusion in the famous Royal collec- 
tion first formed by King George V. 

This leaves one pane of 50 still 
not accounted for. As of September 
12 its whereabouts is unknown. 
Either it will be discovered by 
postal officials in still existing postal 


| stocks of the Seaway stamp or it 


has long since been sold to the pub- 
lic, broken up and used up to the 
last stamp. If this happened, used 
copies should be found on covers 
and in stamp mixtures. 

On September, 15, Mr. Bileski in 
order to check a rumor, called J. R. 
Carpenter, head of the Canadian 
Philatelic Department in Ottawa, 
Mr. Carpenter assured him he had 
seen a block of 6 brought to him by 
an Ottawa collector. 

This immediately pointed to the 
existence of another sheet as the 
block of 6 could not possibly have 
any connection with the 4 panes of 
the first 200 lot! 

Queried further Mr. Carpenter 
gave his opinion that probably as 
many as 10 error sheets got out. 
This would make 40 panes of 50 or 
a total of 2000 stamps. 

With this most recent develop- 
ment, and the possibility of as many 


as 1000 mint likely to be located, 
offers dropped to about $100 a 
stamp. 


Mr. Bileski. a frequent advertiser 
in Linn’s, is one of a syndicate of six 
persons which controls 27 copies of 


the Seaway variety.

France, in 1942 had a stamp 
(B131), showing the nine opening 
bars of the opera ‘‘Gwendoline’’, 
with music by Alexis Emanuel 
Chabrier (1841-1894), and text by 
Catulle Mendes. The opera was 
first performed in the Theatre de 
la Monnaire in Brussels on April 
10, 1886. 

The sheet of music shown on a 
German 1956 issue (9N142) is the 
march from the. operetta ‘Berlin 


Luft” (‘Air of Berlin’), by Paul 
Lincke (1886-1946), Berlin com- 
poser. 


Another 1956 German issue (739) 
was in commemoration of the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Wolf- 
gang Amadeus Mozart (1756-1791). 
It has a reproduction of the original 
signature ,notes made by the com- 
poser. Its title is unknown. 

Again in 1956 Germany produced 
a stamp (743) showing excerpts 
from the original manuscript of 
“*Fis-Moll-Sonata”’ (fandango), asa 
background for Schumann’s sil- 
houette. 

On July 28, 1956, East Germany 
issued a set of stamps (295-96) 
with the famous “Schumann Er- 
ror’. The background music is a 
song by Franz Schubert — the 
‘‘Wanderer’s Nachtlied I’’, Opus 4, 
No. 3. On October 8, 1956, the 
‘faux pas’? was publicly corrected 
by a re-issue of stamps (303-04) 
with correct musical notation. The 
new musical background is ‘‘Mond- 
nacht’’, adapted from a poem by 
Johann Wolfgang von Goethe. 

East Germany honored Felix 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy (1809-1849), 
by the issuance of a set on February 
28, 1959. The music on the high- 
value depicts the introduction and 
first bar of the famous musician’s 
‘Italian Symphony’’. Mendelssohn, 
famous as composer, pianist and 
| conductor, made his first public ap- 
| pearance at the age of nine when 
|he presented original compositions 
on the piano. 

A release of stamps by Luxem- 
bourg in 1935 (B65B and B65L), 
show music notes that are not part 
of a piece of music, but are only 
of a purely decorative nature. 

Poland’s Chopin-Liszt souvenir 
sheet (B106) issued in 1956, shows 
musical notes from the tempestu- 
ous ‘Revolutionary in C-minor’’, 
Chopin’s Etude, Opus 10, No. 12. It 
is noteworthy that Chopin dedicated 
to Liszt the whole cycle of his 
etudes. : 

Bars of music in the background 
of a Romanian issue (601-2) and in 
the margins of souvenir sheets 
(B330a and B33la), are excerpts 
from the first violin part of Georges 
Enesco’s ‘‘Romanian Rhapsody, 
No. 1 in A-major, Opus 11’’. 

A Russian stamp (1584) issued 
in 1951, is from ‘‘The Nightingale’’. 
This song was used in the “‘Lesson 
Scene’”’ of Rossini’s opera, ’’Il Bar- 
biere de Siviglia’. The song was 
composed by Alexander Alexandro- 
vitch Aliabiev (1787-1851), director 
of the National Russian School of 
Music.

ed free. It was hoped to institute 
this procedure on January 1, 1901. 
Realizing that it would not be pos- 
sible to have a new printing plate 
prepared for this value in the short 
time remaining, the Colonial au- 
thorities cabled a request to the 
Crown Agents on November 10, 1900, 
ordering 1000 sheets of one shilling 
postage stamps, colored gray, and 
surcharged one farthing, to reach 
Bermuda before the end of the year. 
The DeLa Rue printing firm sub- 
mitted a specimen on November 14 
with a quotation of 3 Pounds for the 
overprint plate. Despite their sug- 
gestion that a light green or or- 
ange color might be more suitable 
because gray was already being 
used for the 3d, the Crown Agents 
decided to follow the Colony’s in- 
structions and approved the gray 
color on November 16. 
On December 12, 240,000 stamps 
were consigned to Bermuda, but due 
to delays encountered by the ship, 
did not arrive in the Colony until 
January 10, 1901. They were put on 
sale the following day. 
Meantime, one can imagine the 
protests of Bermuda’s newspapers 
and their subscribers against the 
new regulation. We might be safe in 
assuming that editorials and com-

Certain individuals, perhaps re- 
membering what had happened in 
the case of the provisionals of 1874-5, 
were attracted by what they consid- 
ered a good speculation. The post of- 
fice was unexpectedly swamped with 
orders and the entire supply was 
bought up within 24 hours. The 
amusing result was that the news- 
papers could not purchase the 
stamps which were designed for 
their use. Therefore, until a fresh 
consignment could be obtained from 
England, the newspapers had to 
pass free as previously. 

The post office lost nothing as 
many more stamps were sold than 
would be used on newspapers. The 
papers and their subscribers bene- 
fited by the additional period of 
free delivery. The losers were the 
aforementioned speculators and those 
to whom they sold the new stamps 
at 4d to 6d per copy. This was one 
attempt to corner the market that 
backfired drastically, as for many 
years the stamps were a glut. 

Although complete printing figures 
are unavailable, the total must have 
been considerable. The provisional 
remained in use until 1908, when it 
was replaced by the %d of the Dry- 
dock series. This, of course, ac- 
counts for its modest catalogue price 
today.

nice group showing crocodiles, tur- 
tles, snakes and lizards. 

Indonesia, recently added the fab- 
ulous ‘“‘Komodo Dragon’, or giant 
lizard of Komodo, which is known 
to reach a length of nearly 10 feet 
and to feed upon wild pigs and small 
deer. Then, of course, we have that 
“living reptile fossil’, Sphenodon 
(Tuatara), on New Zealand type 
A67. 

Speaking of ‘“‘living fossils,” one 
could make a small but interesting 
collection of animals once thought to 
be extinct and-or now in danger of 
extinction. we would start with the 
Coelacanth (fish) of Grand Comoro 
Islands, types A6 and D2; New Zea- 
land’s Tuatara and Takahe, (Notor- 
is) (A125) Tristan da Cunha’s 
Flightless Rail (A2); Canada (A150) 
and United States (A545) showing 
the Whooping Crane; Australia’s 
Platypus or Duckbill (A31), and Ko- 
ala, (A28); Europe’s Bison or Wis- 
ent, (Monaco 244, Iceland C5, Po- 
land 660 and Russia 1917); Prejeva- 
sky’s Horse (Russia 1096 and 1097). 

We have a literal gold mine when 

we get to birds on stamps. Aside 
from flowers, this is our most pop- 
ular biological topic. 
In his ATA Handbook No. 10, Sid- 
ney R. Esten lists approximately 80 
families of birds. The current issue 
of BIOLOGY TID-BITS carries infor- 
mation on 12 bird stamps new to 
philately, and one a brand new or- 
er. 

This is one of the satisfying as- 
pects of topical collecting; new 
forms of wildlife are making their 
appearance almost monthly. There 
was a time when we had to mount 
Czechoslovakia (SP17), which inci- 
dentally is listed in Scott as ‘Girl’, 


with no illustration to help the nov- 
ice, as the sole representative of 
woodpeckers on stamps. Today we 
have three beautiful woodpecker 
stamps picturing two’ species. 

Beverly Ridgely of Brown Univer- 
sity, one of our enthusiastic collec- 
tors of bird stamps, first discovered 
that several fairly recent bird stamps 
were almost certainly taken direct- 
ly from the paintings of John James 
Audubon, and from the modern bird 
artist, Don Eckelberry, (see Virgin 
Islands 126-127, and Cuba C143, C145, 
C146 and E18). This discovery, in 
the case of C143, alerted us to the 
fact that we had a bird new to 
stamps — Wurdemann’s Heron. 

We come at last to the mammals, 
those animals with true hair, which 
secrete milk to feed their young. 
Some of our members collect only 
domestic mammals, using Stanley 
and Fillingham’s ‘‘The Horse on 
Stamps,” (ATA Handbook No. 8), 
with the two supplements published 
in TOPICAL TIME; von Bloeker’s 
“Cattle of the World on Stamps,” 
(ATA Handbook No. 16), which also 
includes checklists of swine, sheep 
and goats, plus supplements in BI- 
OLOGY TID-BITS and checklists of 
camels, elephants, dogs and cats. 

Other members collect only wild 
mammals. Almost all of these have 
been listed in our journal at one 
time or another, especially since a 
preliminary checklist in 1954. There 
are still some mammals whose ex- 
act identificaton eludes us. Exam- 
ples include the squirrels on Ifni’s 
77, B23 and B24, 

I recall the thrill of adding some 
of my firsts, such as: Ifni’s beautiful 
Fennec (B4-B6); Hungary’s Hedge- 





hog (C112); Armadillo (British 








{ Honduras A29); Madagascar’s mag- 
nificent ring-tailed lemurs (C60); 
Ifni’s Jackal (82); Spanish Western 
Sahara’s Striped Hyena (88); Fin- 
land’s Wolverine (B142); and just re- 
cently, the Indonesia’s 10 sen with 
the fantastic Babirusa, and the 15s 
showing the Anoa, or Pigmy Buffa- 
lo. 

Jack C. von Bloeker, Jr., and this 
writer have been especially interest- 
ed in antelopes shown on stamps. 
We offered our findings in the Au- 
gust-September issue of 1957. Accord- 
ing to our best judgment, 27 differ- 
ent countries have portrayed 59 dif- 
ferent antelopes.

In 1932 the Philippine Islands, then 
an island possession of the United 
States, released a set of stamps to 


Falls’. Soon after, an alert philate- 
list discovered that the picture was 
actually that of Vernal Falls, one of 
the most beautiful in the Yosemite. 
The stamp was immediately with- 
drawn and is now found in few deal- 
ers’ stocks. 

Niagara Falls, forming a part of 
the United 
States and Canada, has a drop of 
only 165 feet. The Canadian section 
is 3100 feet wide, the American, 1080 
feet. It takes its name from an In- 
dian word meaning ‘‘hark to the 
thunder’, or just ‘‘thunder water’ 
It is depicted on stamps of the 
United States, Canada and Cuba. 

Victoria Falls, on the Zambesi 
River in Rhodesia, discovered by 
David Livingstone in 1855, is more 
than a mile wide and drops approxi- | 
mately 400 feet. It is shown on, 
stamps of Rhodesia, Southern Rho- | 
desia, Northern Rhodesia and the | 
new Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyassaland. King George V Silver 
Jubilee and King George VI Coro- 
nation stamps picture Victoria Falls, 
and are among the most beautiful | 
stamps ever issued. 

Heart-Shaped Falls, pictured on 
St. Helena, Scott’s No. 142, is a 
beautiful, but tiny, falls. It is creat- 
ed from the overflow of springs, as 
there is no river on the island. 

According to Chibcha Indian tra- 
dition, Tequendama Falls, near Bo- 
gota, Colombia, was made by a 
thunderbolt which struck an escarp- 
ment and made an outlet for a huge 
lake. Here the Bogota River nar- 
rows to 40 feet and plunges from the 
Plain of Bogota, a drop of 450 feet. 
This one is shown on several Colom- 
bian stamps. 

Kaiteur Falls, or ‘‘Old Man’s 
Fall’, in British Guiana, is located 
on the Potara River, a five-day’s 
trip from Georgetown, but worth the 
trip. The falls drops 822 feet from 
a tableland of sandstone. For 741 
feet the water descends in a perpen- 
dicular column, and thence as a 
sloping cataract. Several beautiful 
stamps picture it. 








Hanabanilla Falls is pictured on 
; Cuba’ s 8c airmail of 1957. 
| of a series of seven cataracts, the 
highest having a drop of 60 feet. 
The Hanabanilla furnishes water for 


Cienfuegos and several other Cuban | 


cities. A power dam is being built | 
a few miles above the falls, but en- 
gineers contend that this will not 
diminish their beauty. 

The Okuwahakan Falls were form- 
erly known as the Kambele. Situated 
on the border of Southwest Africa 
and Angola on the Kunene River, it 
is about 300 feet high and 2000 feet 
wide, and depends upon seasonal 
rainfall for its volume. This varies 
from six to 22 inches annually. 

Iguassu Falls, partly in Argentina 
and partly in Brazil, is pictured on 


| the stamps of both countries. Width 
| is about 2'2 miles — the drop is 200 


feet. This one is difficult to reach, 
being in a virgin tropical forest.

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~ Learning With Beauty 
Through Art On Stamps 


Beatrice M. Berner 


The first thing you notice about a stamp is the design. Although 
there has recently been a tendency to use modern, symbolical subjects, 
nevertheless many countries still commemorate famous events or per- 
sons with pictures adapted from paintings of the period, from famous 
sculptures Or from outstanding examples of architecture or other fields 
of the fine arts. : ; 4 

For example, Russia, during the past few years, has issued three 
series of stamps showing paintings restored to the museum at Dresden 
jn East Germany, which they had removed to Russia following World 
War Il. Spain has honored Goya with a set, including his portrait and 
a number of his better-known paintings; and more recently has issued 
a similar set for Velasquez. This latter issue is interesting, since it in- 
corporates very fine reproductions of paintings which were shown crude- 
ly on labels issued for charity in 1938 and 1939. 

The Fine Arts Unit of American Topical Assn. started in 1955 to try 
to identify the sources of designs used on stamps pertaining to paint- 
ings, sculpture and architecture. More recently it has included music in 
its coverage. Some of our members have generously assisted in the re- 
search, or made their own records available to the editors of the “Fine 
Arts Philatelist” so that a great quantity of material has been identified. 

In mounting and writing up stamps on paintings, some of our Fine 
Arts Unit members include brief biographical information on the artists. 
It is difficult to find this kind of information on many artists, and there- 
fore we are sharing here some of the material we have been fortunate 
in finding in odd places, or in books not generally available. Parentheti- 
cally, it might be added that much of it was the result of translating 
from a French encyclopedia on painters. 

In 1957 Algeria issued a set of three semipostals for the benefit 
of the Army Welfare Fund, using as subjects paintings in the Museum 
of Fint Arts at Algiers. One of the artists whose work was included in 
this set was Delacroix, whose biography is readily available. The others 
are not quite so well known. 

Eugene Fromentin (1820-1876), was a Frenchman of various talents. 
He had a great love for travel and spent a god deal of time in Algeria, 
where he produced many paintings of local scenes, including ‘‘The 
Mosque”, Shown on B92. He was more highly regarded in art circles 
as a critic than as a painter, and his book, ‘“‘Maitres d’Autrefois’’, is 
considered one of the masterpieces of art criticism of the 19th century. 

Theodore Chasseriau (1819-1856), was another Frenchman who was 
attracted to Algeria. His talent was recognized at an early age, since 
he was admitted at the age of 10 to the studio of Ingres. Since Chasseriau 
was famous for his paintings of women, it is appropriate that for the 
third value of this set, a dancer, titled ‘‘Arab Girl’, is illustrated. Chas- 
seriau made many local studies and compositions during his stay in 
Algeria, a number of which he later developed in Paris. 

Another painter who had a similar restlessness and desire to travel 
was Jean Etienne Liotard (1702-1789), born in Geneva, Switzerland. 
Liotard wandered throughout Europe and the near east and displayed 
considerable talent in his many red chalk drawings of orientals and 
Turkish landscapes. He produced many light and graceful pastels por- 

traying court society, and is probably most widely known as the creator 
of “The Chocolate Girl’, which is housed in the Dresden museum and 
portrayed on East Germany Scott No. 10N273. 

Jose Ducreux (1737-1802), was a French portrait and miniature 
painter. The son of an artist, he was the only pupil of Quentin de la 
Tour. Ducreux produced many portraits, the most famous of which 
were probably the ones, drawn in prison, of Marie Antoinette and 
Louis XIV. His portraits of Marquis Joseph Francois Dupleix and Anne 
Robert Jacques Turgot, the latter after a portrait in the Chateau de| 
Lenthueil, appear on France Nos. B242 and B243. 

Edouard-Louis Dubufe (1819-1883), spent his life in Paris. He was 
the son and pupil of Claude-Marie Dubufe and also studied with Delaroche. 
Dubufe won many medals, his works were widely shown. His “L’Obole 
de la Veuve’’, (‘‘The Widow’s Mite’’) shown on Saar No. B36, is prob- 
ably his best-known work today. 

Henriette Brown (1829-1901), was another French artist whose work 
is shown on a Saar stamp (No. B86). This name was a pseudonym 
adopted by Sophie, daughter of Count Bouteiller, who later married 
Count de Saux. She studied in Paris under Chaplin, and many of her 
works were of oriental and North African scenes. ‘‘Sisters of Charity”’ 
became a. very popular work as a result of the engraving which was 
made from it, and an examination of the picture confirms its charm 
and appeal. 

_ Sir Martin Archer Shee (1769-1850), was born in Dublin, where he | 
first studied painting. Later he attended the Royal Academy School in’ 
London. Shee painted portraits of prominent persons in society, on stage, 
and in the arts and also wrote several books. His portraits of Sir Thomas 
Moore, on Ireland Nos. 145-46, hangs in the National Gallery of Ireland. 


An American artist whose work is portrayed on Saar (B33-5). is 
Daniel Ridgway Knight (1839-1924). Knight was a Quaker by birth— 
there was no place in his early life for art or music. His grandfather 
recognized his talent and sent him to the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Arts. Knight then went to Paris, where he studied at the School of Fine 
mi later studying at the British Academy in Rome.
